Here are a few examples of how to 
draw animal pictures, using only cir- 
cles, squares and triangles After you

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It is easy to draw a dog’s head if you 
follow these simple instructions. Make 
a large circle with your compass, and 
then draw a vertical diameter line. 
Using the base of your diameter line 

1. as the center, and with your compass, 
draw a smaller circle to intersect the 
larger one. Now insert very small 
circles for the eyes and the nose. Draw 
a pair of triangles for the ears, and a 
curved line for the mouth. Now draw 
over the dotted lines with your dark 
pencil.
